text of an edict delivered today by 
Minister Wu to Secretary Hay.

States Consul Fowler at Ctefu, in his 
message received here yesterday: 


"An Imperial Edict Issued on the 1st 


Day of the Sixth Moon (July 17).— 
Transmitted by the Viceroy Liu Knu 
Yih on the 20th ot July, and received 
by Minister Wu on tho 21st day of July 
at 7 o'clock. 


"The present conflict between China 


and the forelga powers had its origin 
in tbe Iqng-standing antagonism be- 
tween the people and Christian mis- 
sions. The subsequent fall of the Taku 
forts precipitated the meeting of force 
with force. The imperial government, 
having due regard to the importance of 
international intercourse, still refused 
to go so far as to intercept the existing 
relations. 


"We have already repeatedly Issued 


decrees providing for the protection of 
the foreign 
legations and also com- 


manded the provincial authorities 
protect 
missionaries. 
Inasmuch 


there is still no cessation In the em- 
ployment of force, foreign merchants 
and subjects residing in China, who 
form a numerous body in the country, 
should be protected 
without distinc- 
tion.

England May Support JJ. s. 


Great Britain has further shown some 


nelination to support the policy of the 
United States—a de6nite and practical 
lolicy of trying to rouse the govern- 
ment to a sane and humane attitude by 
'iving it some pledges against the inter- 
ational spoliation which China fears. 
As for the other governments, they 


eemingly prefer to' believe that their 
ministers are dead because that belief 
fives them an opportunity to go ahead

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HISTORY OF THE NINTH 


Fine Record of the American 


Regiment In China. 


•MAETLAUDEESITS REST OITIOEES 


Organized More Than One Hnndrcd 


Yearx Ago, It Hn.i Taken Fart In 
Every American "War Since—Dlatln- 
KuiHlicd For Service .\Biilnnt Hb»- 
tile Zntliuna. 


The 
Nintb 
regiment 
of 
infantry 


which suffered many losses 
in 
the 


.fighting at Tien-tsin, China, came into 
.existence in January, 1799, under the 
act of July 1C, 1708, which authorized 
the president to raise 12 additional 
regiments of infantry, with Josinh Car- 
vllle Hnll of Maryland as lieutenant 
colonel commandant. It wns officered 
by other Mary-landers and was recruit- 
ed in that state, says the New York 
Times. The regiment was disbanded 
in June, 1SOO, and organized in March, 
1812, with Simon Learned of Massa- 
chusetts as colonel. It was accredited 
to that state and figured in several ac- 
tions in the war of 1S12, among them 
those of Niagara Falls and Lundy's 
Lane. 


Mustered out in 1S15, the Ninth was 


*gain organized, with 
Trucmau 
B. 


Ransom of Vermont as colonel in April, 
1S47. 
At Chapultepec the regiment 


lost heavily, and Colonel .Ransom was 
.among the killed. 1-Iis successors were 
Colonel Jones M. Withers and Colonel 
Henry L. Webb. It was conspicuous 
<or gallantry at Contrerns, Churubusco, 
San Antonio and 
Molino del Eey. 


Again disbanded in August, 1S4S, the 
.regiment did not figure In the roster of 
the army until Its reorganization at 
Fort Monroe in March, 1S55, with Lieu- 
tenant Colonel George 'Wright of the 
Fourth infantry as colonel. In Decem- 
ber of that year the Ninth wont to the 
Pacific coast, part of the command do- 
ing duty at Fort Vancouver and the 
rest at Fort Steilaeooin, Wash. 


The regiment saw much service in 


the field against hostile Indians in 1S5G 
and during the next two years was en: 
gaged in building posts and making 
roads. 
Company F was detailed in 


1857 as an escort to the northern bound- 
ary commission and was on that duty 
for three years. Company E, in a re- 
connoissance north of Fort Walla Wal- 
la in May, 1S58, took part in repelling 
an attack of hostiles and retired by a 
forced march at night without the loss 
•of a man or a liorse in spite of over- 
•whelming odds. 
Other distinguished 


services were rendered by. the regi- 
ment in Indian campaigns and in pro- 


. tectlng Californlans until June, 1869. 


In these 13 years the Ninth had garri- 
soned nearly ever}' post in that terri- 
tory from Sitka, Alaska, to Fort Mo- 
have, Arizona. In July, 1SG5, Colonel 
Wright perished in the wreck of the 
steamer Brother Jonathan and was 
succeeded by John H. King. 


For the next 17 years the Ninth did 


duty in the department of the Platte 
The Twenty-seventh infantry was con 
solidated with It in July, 1809. Its du 
ties embraced the care of the Yellow 
stone expedition escorting the Jenney 
exploring party and the Indian cam 
paign which brought it under flre ai 
Tongue river, Rosebud river, Slim 
Buttes find Goose creek in 1876. It fig 
Tired In the I'ov.-der river expedition 
against the Sioux and in 1S77 Com pa 
Bies B, D, H, I and K did guard duty 
at Chicago during the railroad riots. 


Indian duty kept the command in ac 


tlve service until 1801, -when the regi 
inent, which in 18SC had been sent to 
the department of Arizona, was trans 
ferred to the department of the cast- 
In 1SS2 Colonel King was retired. His 
immediate successor, Colonel James 
Van Voast, did not Join, and he was 
succeeded by Joha S. Mason, wbovwi 
retired in 1SSS, and was succeeded b; 
Alfred L. Hough. In the departmen 
of Af'zona the regiment garrisoned ev 
cry post in Arizona and some in- N 
Mexico.

The Ninth was at San Juan hill un 


der Lieutenant Colonel E. P. Powers 
In the engagement the regiment los 
one officer and four men aud ha.d 2 
•wounded. Emerson H. Liscura became 
colonel of the Ninth April 25, 1S09. 
The regiment arrived at Manila April 
22 of that year and did garrison duty 
on the Dagupan railway between Cn- 
lumpit and Tarlac, Cnpas, O'Donnell, 
Bamban, Babalacat, Murcia, Concep- 
cion and Magalang. The Ninth receiv- 
ed orders to embark for Takn on June 
27.

A prohibitive tariff makes a narrow market, a 


narrow market is one easily controlled by trusts, 
trusts destroy competition, make things dear and 
by centralizing methods throw thousands of men 
out of employment.—liearny (N. J.) Hecord. 


TVe quote tho above as a specimen 


brick. • Indeed it is more tban that. It 
is a compendium of pretty nearly all 
tho arguments advanced by ninny 
Democratic papers. How much truth 
there is in It can be very easily ascer- 
tained by bringing its statements into 
contact with recent Industrial history. 


By a "prohibitive" tariff we are will- 


ing to believe that tho writer means a 
tariff high enough to make Importation 
unprofitable as compared with home 
production. Such a turiU wtis put up- 
on tin plates a very few years ago. It 
was not a prohibitive tariff, for a great 
deal of the merchandise was imported 
for some years. But assuming the defi- 
nition to suit the question is whether 
the market—moaning the buying mar- 
ket, of-course, as that is what the writ- 
er of the above means—was narrowed 
by putting up tho duty on tin plates. 


The contrary wsis the fact. 
Before 


that time the market, the source of 
supply, was in Wales. By making tin 
manufacture possible lu this country 
the market was broadened. 
We still 


had the Welsh market if we cared to 
avail ourselves of it, and added to it 
•was this rapidly developing American 
market. Tho effect of having such a 
broad market was soon apparent. The 
prices went down. American competi- 
tion had a demoralizing influcnco on 
the staid Welsh custom of maintaining 
prices at a conservative and comforta- 
ble level. That end of the market had 
to adjust Itself to this end and in doing 
BO experienced considerable disaster. 
That,tended, it is true, to '.'narrow" the 
market, but not enough to injure the 
buyer's opportunities, "for the real mar- 
ket had been transferred for American 
buyers to American soil and soon as- 
sumecl proportions great enough to pro- 
vide for our wants.. 


Now about the trust part of it. Be- 


fore the protective feature was put 
into the tariff on tin plates their pro- 
duction lu .Wales was controlled by a 
combination that fixed prices and dic- 
tated the policy of the business. We 
don't doubt that that combination wli's 
the result of previous and disastrous 
competition among many manufactur- 
ers, a course of business that was 
destined to ensue in this country arid 
to occasion the adoption of the same 
remedy. 
As the development of 'the 


manufacture here approached or per- 
haps temporarily exceeded the UnirV. 
of demand prices suffered. 
With 'the 


rebound in raw materials the necesif1 
ty for some advance in tin prices be- 
came obvious, but concerted actiou 
seemed to be essential to tlie step. The 
enhanced prices made in consequence 
of such agreement did not precede 
but followed and at some distance the 
rising costs of materials, with a max- 
imum figure considerably below the 
prices charged by the Welsh cornbln'a- 
tlon before the American tin industry 
was created. 
We need not go into 


an acute calculation of whether the 
prices should be lower or-higher. Suf- 
fice it. for a fair discussion of the tariff 
question involved to say that the levy- 
Ing of the protective tariff on tin plates 
brought about the establishing of the 
tin market lu our own country, with 
prices now for several years lower 
than before, when the market was in 
a foreign country. 


As to the further point of employ- 


ment, it may be conceded that all in- 
dustries in the country have thoir ebb 
and flow in that respect and that com- 
binations 
do 
sometimes 
economize 


forces, though not always. But again 
we insist that the effect of the tariff 
lias been to cause the transfer of a 
great industry to this country and to' 
give a new employment to many thou- 
sands where such employment did not 
exist before. It is foolish to blame the 
tariff for tho fact thnt tlie scale of em- 
ployment shrinks at times. Rather let 
us approve a system that tends con- 
stantly to enlarge the opportunities for 
work and that has enabled' a standard 
of wages to be vnsjntained here for the. 
Imitation of tho world. 


We have thus Instanced one Industry 


because Its whole history is so recent 
and emphatic as to be easily verified, 
and it will serve as a specimen of many 
that have taken a similar course, being 
transplanted to American soil by the 
Influence of the "American system."

Conducted on Practical Lines. 
Plans are being made to broadeu the 


scope and work of the People's church 
in Chicago, of which Dr. W. H. Thom- 
as is pastor, along three novel lilies 
•within the next year. 
Before the ex- 


piration of that time the members of 
the church hope to OV.-Q. their own 
building in the heart of the business 
district. This fall a "School of Life1 


.will be founded, and a weekly paper 
devoted to the work of the church will 
be started, says the Chicago Times- 
Herald. The paper will be called The 
People's Pulpit and will carry Dr. 
Thomas' weekly sermon to all parts of 
the country where People's "churches 
are being founded. 


A gift of §50,000 already has been 


promised to the officers of the church 
by a wealthy woman, a member of the 
congregation, who does not wish her 
name made public iu connection with 
the gift. Dr. Thomas has received in- 
timations from nil sides that the peo- 
ple are willing and anxious to enlarge 
the field of usefulness of the church, 
and it Is conudently'expected that by 
next summer $500,000 will have been 
raised for the purpose. 


The new building will be a novelty 


among church edifices. Unlike the usu- 
al structure of the conventional church 
design, it will be a business .block in 
the heart of the commercial center of 
the city. It will contain an immense 
auditorium, whore services will be held 


. as in other churches, and the rest of 
the building will bo devoted to* offices. 
All the offices will be occupied by the 
executive boards and clerical forces of 
the various undertakings of the church. 
' The school which is to be a part of 
the church will undertake to teach 
young men and women along untried 
lines. Its promoters choose to call it a 
' "School of Life," and life is what they 
hope to teach. They will try to prepare 
young men and women for the duties 
of a Christian life, and the work will 
be done mainly through a system of 
course lectures. The lectures will be on 
sociological and economic, problems 
and in the main will be free. 


One of the mniu objects of the schooj 


will be to prepare men ar.cl women for 
missionary work in People's churches 
throughout the country. Churches of 
this kind are springing up everywhere, 
and ministers in these churches must 
have a training quite different from 
that given in the various denomina- 
tional institutions. Graduates from this 
school will be sent to open new fields 
and to assist newly organized churches 
in- the western cities. 


A practical law course also will be 


offered pupils of the school. It is not 
Intended to make lawyers of the young 
men and women, but they will be giv- 
en an opportunity to learn common law 
to aid. them in whatever walk of life 
they may enter. A number of well 
known pedagogues have already offer- 
ed their services as instructors in the 
new school; Until the new church is 
built temporary quarters will be found 
for the school in some down town 
building and classes will be organized 
early in September. 


The People's Pulpit is to be an eight 


page weekly and will be very different 
from the religious weekly as we know 
It. Aside from Dr. Thomas' sermons 
it will contain literary matter and a 
page for the help of the People's church 
in other cities. 
Dr. Thomas is con- 


stantly receiving requests for his ser- 
mons from founders of churches -simi- 
lar to his, and it is thought this will be 
the best way to supply them. 


"The needs of the world are chang- 


ing," said Mrs. Yniuk-lia Vanun Thorn- 
ns the other day, "and the old methods 
of religious work nre not adapted to 
the life of today. 
The work of the 


church of today is not so much a mat- 
ter of .giving away old clothes—it is a 
innch larger and broader work. I do 
not mean to say that the giving away 
of old clothes is not necessary and very 
commendable, but larger opportunities 
present themselves. 


"In spito of the fact that this is a 


commercial age. there is a growing 
spirit of •humanity in the world which 
gives promise of .art-at things. 
Peo- 


ple today nre constantly saying,/What 
can I do to help tny neighbor?' and 
everywhere there is n wlllitignuss and 
desire to do good. 
We L'ut'1 that the 


time is ripe cor eulru-giug the field of 
the People's clinreh. and. we think the 
movement will incut with great suc- 
cess. The foundation nf'the universal 
People's chrroh in every city through- 
out the land has bec-n Dr. Thomas' 
dream for years, and it stems that it is 
now about to lie realized."

REVENUE AND SURPLUS. 


Comparisons \V3iicli Appeal to 
Com- 


mon Sense nud Judgment. 


After three' years of experience tin- 


der the Dingley tariff law it is worth 
while to observe how absolutely the re- 
sults have fulfilled the expectations of 
the statesmen who framed that meas- 
ure, says the New York Mail and Ex- 
press. No tariff apt was ever more bit- 
terly opposed by the free traders than 
that which passed congress' July 24, 
1S97; noue ever so speedily confounded 
its enemies, nor has any over so hap- 
pily surprised its supporters. The ef- 
fects of its operation can be most clear- 
ly shown by a few comparisons be- 
tween present conditions and those 
which prevailed four years ago. 


On May 31, 1S90, for example, the 


available cash in the treasury amount- 
ed to 5207,103,211, but a large propor- 
tion of this was obtained by the Cleve- 
land policy of selling bonds in time of 
peace. The balance steadily declined, 
however, and at the outbreak of the 
Spanish war in 1808 it had fallen to 
S215,S10,C22. Since then we have pass- 
ed through a war involving the expend- 
iture of $333,000,000, yet the cash in 
the treasury on May 31 of this year 
amounted to $299,655,535, 'with the 
moral certainty of.a still further in- 
crease. In May, 1S96, tlio government 
receipts amounted to 924,043,717 and 
the expenditures to $2JS,420,502, but in' 
May, 1000, the receipts were $45,106, 
653, and the expenditures were $40,- 
330,000, showing a surplus for May this 
year of .?4,S3C,«53 as against a deficit 
of ?3,7S2,S75 for the corresponding 
month four years ago. Or, to draw the 
contrast on broader lines, there was a 
surplus of 
$G3.35G,142 for 
the 
11 


months ending May 31, 1900, as against 
a deficit of $27,532,070 for the 11 
months ending May 31, 1S90. 


These striking results are due almost 


wholly to the Dingley tariff. For May, 
1SOG, the customs receipts amounted to 
510,940,703, while for May. 1000, they 
rose to $17,300.573 and that, too, in 
spite of thexl'act th:;t our imports last 
-month were 30 per cent lt'f;s than in the 
corresponding month t'o'r.r ytjars ago. 
The free trade contention that the en- 
actment of the Dingley law would ruin 
our export trade .is best answered b.v 
the 
fact 
that 
our exports, which 


niaotintcd to $S07,u3S.lG5 under the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff in 1S05. rose to 
51,227.023.302 under the Dingley meas- 
ure in 13(iO. The balance of trade in 
our favor in 1SOU was $102,822,204. For 
the year ending April, 1900. it was 
§513,832.033. These comparisons make 
their own optical to American common 
sense and business judgment.
